“SCAR-FACE AL” 
PLEADS FOR PEACE 
IN GANG WARFARE 


“Butchery” Decried 
By 
Leader In News In­ 
terview 


CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—Violat­ 
ing all traditions of gangland, 
“Scar-face Al” Capone, alias 
Brown, acknowledged leader of 
the illicit alcohol traffic in 
Cook County, has talked. 
In an amazing interview 
given in his room at the Haw­ 
thorne Inn, in Cicero, Capone 
reveals for the first time, in­ 
timate details of the inside 
workings of gangland. 
The dreaded name of ‘‘Scar-face 
Al” has echoed through all the 
bloody chapters of Chicago’s gang 
warfare. 
H is notoriety reached a 
new peak in the mysterious killing 
of A ssistant State’s Attorney W il­ 
liam MpSwlggin and two gangster 
companions, the latter alleged riv­ 
als of Capone. 
He was sought, arretsed, ques­ 
tioned and, as many times before, 
released. 
“Insufficient evidence,” 
said the prosecutors. 
Now, with 
the murder of his latest known rival 
Hymie W eiss, Capone again ex­ 
pects to be arrested and question­ 
ed. 
Meanwhile, he descries this 
"butchery" and voices a plea for 
peace. 
Capone says: 
“I’ve got a boy. I love that kid 
more than anything in the world. 
Next to him I love his mother, and 
then my own mother and my sis­ 
ters and brothers. 
“I don’t want to die. Especially, 
I don’t want to die in the street, 
punctured with machine-gun bul­ 
lets. 
That’s the reason I’ve asked 
for peace. 
/ ‘I’ve begged those fellows to put 
away their pistols and talk sense 
to me. They’ve all got families, too. 
“I know I’ve tried since the first 
pisto was wrawn in this fight to 
show them that there’s enough bus­ 
iness for all of us without killing 
each 
other 
like 
animals 
in the 
street. But they don’t see it." 
Here Capone launched Into his 
early history. 
“I was born in Brooklyn. 
My 
folks were born there, too. I have 
to laugh at the way those hood­ 
lums squawk that I’m a foreigner 
and that I’ve Imported foreigners 
so that an American hasn’t got a 
chance In this business because of 
me. 
“Seven years ago, Johnny Tor- 
rio came to New York and asked 
me to come out here and go in bus­ 
iness with him. I came and Johnny 
and ‘N ails’ Morton and m yself went 
into

CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—Violat- 
fnjr all traditions of gangland, 
“Scar-face Al” Capone, alias 
Brown, acknowledged leader of 
the illicit alcohol traffic in 
Cook County, has talked. 
In an amazing interview 
given in his room at the Haw­ 
thorne Inn, in Cicero, Capone 
reveals for the first time, in­ 
timate details of the inside 
workings of gangland. 
The dreaded name of “Scar-face 
Al” has echoed through all the 
bloody chapters of Chicago’s gang 
warfare. 
His notoriety reached a 
new peak In the mysterious killing 
of A ssistant State’s Attorney Wil­ 
liam McSwiggin and two gangster 
companions, the latter alleged riv­ 
als of Capone. 
He was sought, arretaed, ques­ 
tioned and, as many times before, 
released. 
"Insufficient evidence,” 
said the prosecutors. 
Now, with 
the murder of his latest known rival 
Hymie W eiss, Capone again ex­ 
pects to be arrested and question­ 
ed. 
Meanwhile, he descries this 
"butchery” and voices a plea for 
peace. 
Capone Bays: 
“I’ve got a boy. I love that kid 
more than anything In tho world. 
Next to him I love his mother, and 
then my own mother and ray sis­ 
ters and brothers. 
"I don't want to die. Especially, 
I don’t w ant to die in the street, 
punctured with machine-gun bul­ 
lets. 
That’s the reason I’ve asked 
for peace.
